SINKING OF THE BRUNSWICK, 


Khe Captain’s Story of the Collision and the 
Wreck. 


DETROIT, November 14.—Capt. Chamberlain, 
of the sunken steamer Brunswick, has arrived 
in this city, and gives the following account of 
the collision between his vessel and the 
echooner Carlingford, off Port Colborne Satur. 
day: 

I left Buffalo at 10 o’clock Friday 
a cargo of 1,500 tons of hard coal, bound for 
Duluth. It was snowing, and a little thick 
when we left, but at 1l o’clock at night it got 
quite clear, the wind about southeast and 
seven miles per hour. Atl2 o’clock the firs:

mate, John Frazer, took charge, and I 
went aft for lunch. When I left the 
deck the weather was A little 


hazy, although I could plainly see the Dunkirk 
lighttwelve miles off. I went into tne cabin, 
took off my overcoat and boots, ate lunch, sat 
cown by the steam heater torasmoke. I[ had 
just finished a smoke and was putting on my 
boots to go forward where tiny room was, when 
I felt asiightjar, and immediately afterwards 
heard the signal for the engine to stop and 
back. A second jar I felt, which 1 suppose 
was caused by the usual rolling and striking 
avainst the bow of the Brunswick.  I:m- 
mediately I ran forward and found that we had 
coltided with a schooner, und said to the 
mate: ‘‘Thisisa bad job, Mr. Frazer,’’ to 
which he answered, ‘‘Yes, sir, it is.’’ The 
second mate came on deck atthis time and I[ 
sent bim below to see if we were leaking. He 
quickly returned and said, ‘‘Captain, we’re 
sinking.’’ I saw tiat the men on the schooner 
had lowered their yawl and could save them- 
selves; so I headed the Brunswick for shore. I 
did not believe atthe time that we were sink- 
ing, but I went below and found that she was 
rapidly filllog. Iclosed the bulkhead down 
and set the pumps at work. Turee 
quarters of an hour after tie collision the 

Hrunswick went down head foremost. 
Seven men, including the two mates, were on 

the port of the boat; two cooks, mysé:f anit 

the remainder of the crew,eight persons in ail, 
were to gointhe starboard yaw). The boats 

were hoisted and swung Out on jdavite, and 
sowe of the men remained on deck to push her 
off. We all had on life preservers, except 
myself. Asthe steamer sank she seemed to 
me to break in two, as she took a sudden lurenh 
to the starboard, and rolled over the yawl. 


Mr. Francomb, engineer, who waa 
on deck, shoving the yaw! out, 
seemed to get jammed between her 


cabin,.as I never saw bim after she went over. 
1 Jet loose the stern vawl, butthe man attue 
bow did not unhook hisend. so the yaw! was 
taken down with the steamer. I thovgst the 
yawl would comeup again and told the cooks 
to hangtothe seat. They did and I never saw 
them again. I went down a great distunve be- 
fore I let go, and when lI did let gol tnougitl 
woeld never gettothetop again. WhenI got 
up I caught ontosome pieces of wreck and 
was picked up by the port boatand with the 
oo: hers taken to Dunkirk. 

When I reached land I was so much ex- 
hbausted that I had to be carried ashore. Capt. 
Cnamberlain states that ie learne! the fol 
lowing facta concerning the accident from 
membe1s of the crew: 

Tne Brunswick was heading west southwest 
and the schooner seemed to head about north- 
east by east. She was showing her green 
light when she was reported by the watchinan. 


The mate said to the wheelman, ‘‘star- 
board your whee), we'll vo under 
her stern.’’ This course was pursued 


for some time when the wheel-man called out 
tothe mate: ‘‘Mr. Frazer, the schooner is 
coming in stays.’’ ‘‘Port your wheel then, 
called out the mate. Then looking atthe 
schooner through his glass, he said: ‘* No,keep 
her starboard, we haven’t time to port. 
Before any other move could be made the col- 
lission occurred. The fact that the schooner 
‘‘luffed,’’ when immediately ahead of the 
steamer would seem to be borae out by 
the fact that she was showfog her 
green lights on the starboard side 
when approaching, yet was struck on the port 
side.

I had been sicking in 
the bed she has take a good care to me, there- 
ferre 1 am Willing to do anything with her or 
forher, now anythings you want to say to 
me, and you go to Sophia and Say to her but I 
no want to hear from you.

The manner in which the almond-eye 
lover took le:ve of the world is given in the 
fo'\lowing special dispatch:

This timeitisa 
Chinaman, named William Newkim, who has 
been in the college here for several years, by 
the help of the Congregational! Church Asso- 
ciation, in order to receive an education for 
missionary work in China. He has been 
making bishome with Miss Maria Wood- 
bridge, who took a deep interest in his future 
success in his native land, and to whom he 
was incebted for his success up to the pres- 
enttime. Miss Woodbridze had sometime 
ago in ber empioy as adomestic a young lady 
named Sophy Huff, and it now turns out 
that Mr.Newkim fell desperately in love with 


her, and finaliy married her according to the 


Chinese form, which consists of kneeling to 
the biidefanad swearing eternal allegiance, 
etc. Shortly after this the new-made wife 
went to Cinciinati, where she is at present 


at No. o6S Cutter street. <All this, of 
course, Was unknowr to his 
frierds here. Lately, however, he has 


been rather Cespondent, and finally he ac- 
knowledged afewdays avo the irue state of 
vffairs. His friend toldbim he had madea 
tad mistake, and that the marriage vows he 
hed taken were net binding, and that he must 
either give her up or his missionary work. 
Iie promised to sive up bis wife, but after a 
few days he reccived a letter from her in 
which she spoke of their darling baby.

There is abundant evidence that the amount 
of water on tbe surface of the earth bas been 
steadily diminishing for many thousands of 
years. Noone doubts that there was atime 
when the Caspian Sez communicated with the 
Black Sea, and when the Mediterranean cov- 
ered the greater part of the desert of Sahara. 
In fact, geologists tellus that at one period 
the whole of the earth was covered by water 
und the fact that continents of dry land now 
exist is proof that there is less water on our 
globe now than there was in its infancy. This 
dimirution of oursupply of water is coing 
on at the present day ata rate so rapid as to 
be clearly appreciaple. The rivers and 
smaller streams of our Atlantic States are 
Visiblvemalier than they were twenty-five 
years «vo. Country brooks in which men 
now living were accustomed to fish and bathe 
In their boyhood have in many cases totally 
disappeared, not through any actof man, 
but solely in consequence of the failure of the 
springs and rains which once fed them. ‘The 
level of the great lakes is falling year by

water. arbors are everywhere growing: 
shallower. This is not due to the ual de- 
posit of earth brought down by rivers or of 
refuse from city sewers.

Mme. Adelina Patti’s Singing. 
From the New York Times’ Criticism. 

Mme. Patti returns with improved vocal 
style as the result of her experience. It is 
not a matt2r of doubt that she sang out of 
tune, however, and, notwithstanding the 
lovely character of her voice, there was a 
disappointment in her performance. In her 
upper notes her voice was cold and hard, 
very much like the tone of her sister Car- 
lotta, while in her middle register she is as 
gocd as could be desired. Her first cavatina, 
‘¢ Ah forse e [ul,’”’? from **Traviata,”’ was the 
best effort she made during the evening. 
Any one who cares to heara fellow-mortal 
sing **Home, Sweet Home,” might have en- 
joyed Mme. Patti’s rendering of the song, for 
which she received most hearty rounds of ap- 
plause. Inthe second part Mme. Patti sang 
the ‘‘Sbadow Song’’ from ‘“*‘Dinorah” and 
took part in the terzetto from **I Lombardi,” 
‘‘qual volutta.’’? Ltis hardly possible after 
hesring Mme. Patti only inaconcert of this 
character to give judgment as to her vioce or 
herstyle. She had the credit 1n Eupope of 
being the first artist on the stage. In opera 
she probably deserves this position. If we 
could bear her in opera with a strong com- 
pany it is hardly doub ful that she would win 
as much app!/ause here as she has abroad. In 
concert, in the singing of cavatinas which re- 
quire the aid of the stage effects, while it is 
undeniable that Mme. Patti is as brilliant and 
effective as could be, one can not but remem- 
ber that she shou!d not be singing in concert, 
and should havethe advantage of scenery, 
costumes and orchestra to do herself jus- 
tice.

The Murray Hill place was 
sold, and the last I heard of its once ambitious 
owner he was giad to have a berth in the 
Custom-house.

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Its Rich Mines, Its Railroads and the 
Beauty of Its Girls. | 
Melbourne Letter to the London Times. 


Among the emigration fields open to the 
redundant population of the mother country, 
certainly not the least interesting?is Tas- 
mania. Nearly as large as Ireland or Cey- 
lon, and with a better climate and more pro- 
ductive soil than either, its population is yet 
not much over 100,000 souls—men,women and 
children—all told. The healthresort of the 
surrounding colonies, and even 
of far-off India itself, it et 
bas not advanced in anything like 
the same measure as its neighbors. I wish 
to call the attention of your readers to the 
rapid progress the island. is now making, 
mainlv oa the strength of its mineral re- 
sources. The Mount Bischoff Tin Mine, one 
of the richest, if not the very richest, tin 
mine in the world—described as a mountain 
of metal quarried rather than mined—has 
now been worked seven or eight years, and is 
paying such enormous dividends that a min- 
ing fever bas set in, and the consequent 
floating of new companies 1s the infatuation 
of the hour. The precious metals have also 
been discovered in various parts of the island, 
and several gold mines have been worked 
with great profit to the owners. Until care- 
fully explored, however, by Victorians, the 
Tasmanians themselves were ignorant of the 
variegated treasures around them and be- 
neath their feet. 

It was in the year 1872 that large deposits 
of tin ore were first discovered at Mount 
Bischoff, on the northern side of the island, 
opposite to Victoria. From the outset the 
mine in its product of tin porved to be what 
the Burra Burra of South Australia was first 
as a copper mine, viz., a depositso vast as 
to render superfluous the ordinary tardy and 
expensive operations of mining. A mining 
fever set in, and successively were discovered, 
not merely many more tin deposits, but also 
gold, silver, bismuth, antimony, Iron and 
coal apparently inexbaustible. From the 
vear 1866 to June 30, 1879, the returns of gold 
were 48,753 ounces from the alluviai and 
72,186 ounces from the quartz. Peopie begin 
to talk of Tasmanian millionaires, the float- 
ing of companies has become a sort of pro- 
fession, and many speculative and enter- 
prising spirits have already left Vic- 
toriaiotry their luck on the gold and tin 
fields of North Tasmania. The cry is for 
population, and employers say “‘what are the 
emigra'ion clauses” worth of which we read 
so much aboutinthe Times unless some rea- 
sonable share of any exodus from the mother 
country shal! be poured into.these colonies, 
instead of to the United States. Surely a not 
unreasonable question. [very British emi- 
erant landing at New York becomes an alien 
to the country he has quitted, and yet not at 
once acitizen of the land of his adoption. 
Every Baitish emigrant landing here is at 
once at home among his countrymen, and if 
sober and steady may not only secure a com- 
fortable liveiitood, but if also intelligent may 
attain, as nota few operators have already 
attained, honorable and responsible positions 
in the administration of the affairs of the 
country. 

Of allthe railways I have ever trusted my 
life to—and I have crossed from New York 
to San Francisco—I take the line which con- 
necis Lauceston and Hobart, the northern 
and soutbern sides of the island, as the most 
boldly defiant of engineers’ misgivings touch- 
iny the sharpness ofcurves. When, half-ex- 
pectant of being hurled by ceatrifugal force 
down some of the Tasmanian gullies, we, with 
more or less rapid, snake-like motion, wind 
our wavy round the steep sides of heavily 
worded hills, and look Cown into apparently 
bottomleas deeps, and are occasionaliy whisk- 
ed round such bends that we may look out of 
the window and every now ard then see the 
locomotive as if about to come back to us, the 
experience may be regarded as exciting 
rather than pleasant. Nevertheless, the Tas- 
manians are able to boast their exemption 
hitherto from serious accident, and, there- 
fore, they rather pride themselves than 
otherwise in possessing a railway which 
seems so yoround corners, and which, ec- 
ecniric as itis, can so confound the wisdom 
of the scientific. Therun across the island 
in seven hours brings us to Hobart, the capi- 
tal (for some esthetic reason the inhabitants 
have abandoned the old name of Hobart 
Town), and here we find—non obstante the 
alleged general slowness—thatthe Mobartians 
are little behind the rest of the world in the 
comfort of their hotels, and not at all behind 
them in their charges. 

Various causes have contributed to retard 
the growth of Tasmania in population and 
other elements of material progress. The 
principal one may be the convict origin of 
this community, and the dependence of so 
many of its free,as well as of its emancipated, 
inhabitants, for so many years, on the large 
imperial expenditure which took place whiie 
the transportation system was in force. Tae 
spirit of enterprise thus dulled could not be 
expected to suddenly acquire strength when 
the system was brought to an end in the year 


1853. But further affecting the progress of 
Tasmania was the discovery of gold in 
Victoria and New South Wales 


two years before the abolition of transporta- 
tion. The immediate effect of this was to 
draw from the fnland almost all the able- 
bodied men who could get away to the gold 
fields. Farms were abandoned, shops shut 
up, private houses left untenanted, and the 
cases were common in which very old men 
and women and young children were obliged 
at shortest notice to tend the flocks and 
berds which had been abandoned by the 
shepherds and stockmen.g Although the 
island is¢amous for the beauty and more es- 
pecially for the bridiant complexions of its 
girls, it was one of the facetixv of the day 
that, as all the bachelors had cleared out of 
Tasmania, there was nothing for it but for 
the girls to follow, and many of them did so. 
Even Victoria never dreamed of laying an 
import duty on Tasmanian belles for the pur- 
pose gof protecting our own damsels’ mar- 
riageable interests. As time rolled on things 
adjusted themselves. As all could not make 
their fortunes at the gold fields, the reflux of 
Tasmanian youth totheir own fine country 
soon restered society to something of its 
former condition. It is nowinits turn at- 
tracting population from the surrounding 
colontes, and it wilt continue to do so.

Milhons of Irishmen who never saw face 


| to face “the Lion of the fold of Judah,” ‘the 


Great Archbishop of the West,” as O’Connell 
felicitously named him, are familiar with his 
features as he looked in the days of ‘‘repeal.” 
John McHale was upright and dignitied in 
action. A strong face, with clear, frank keen 
eves, a prominent, shapely nose, firm mouth 
and chin, a bigh, square forehead, sur- 
mounted by dark bair. The face was long, 
but it had power and health in every line of 
it. So heappearsin his portraits, scattered 
broadcast through Irish homes all over the 
world. Twenty or thirty years made but 
littie change in the outlines of the Arch- 
bishop. His hair whitened with time, but he 
moved about with extraordinary vigor for a 
man of feur score and over, his keen vision 
unimpaired, and attended personally to the 
spiritual government of the five or six hun- 
dred priests andthe million and a half of 
sou!s intrusted for the last forty-six years to 
his pastoral charge. A man who had seen 
the rebellion of 798, who watched with his 
people through the famine of ’47, halfa cen- 
tury later, who has held through nearly sixty 
years a commanding place in the affections 
of his country, cannot pass away without 
strangely stirring the sensibilities of millions 
of his race. Such a man was the prelate who 
died at St. Jarloth’s, the seat of his arch- 
bishopric, yesterday.

Saddle Horses and Saddle Galts. 
From the National Live Stock Journal. 


There is an increasing demand of late for 
good saddle horses, and many of the fairs this 
season are paying much more attention than 
formerly tothis class. The gaits that espec- 
ially commend a borse foruse in the saedle 
are the walk, the fox trot, the single-foot and 
the rack. The walk~is a gait understood by 
everybody, but everybody does not under- 
stand thata good saddje horse ought to be 
able togoasquare walk at the rate of five 
miles an hour. The foxtrot is faster than 
the square walk, and the horse will usually 
take a few steps at this gait when changing 
from afast walk toatrot. The single-foot 
differs somewhat from the fox trot, and has 
been described as exactiy intermediate be- 
tween the true trot and the true walk. Each 
foot appears to move independently of the 
other, with a sort of pit-a-pat, one-at-a-time 
motion, andis a much faster gait than the 
fox trot. Therackis very nearly al’ied to 
the true pacing gaii, the difference being that 
in the latter the hind foot keeps exact time 
with the fore foot of the same side, making 
it what has been called a literal or one-side- 
at-a-time motion, while in the former the 
hind foot touches the ground slightly in ad- 
vance of the fore foot on the sameside. The 
rack is not so fast a gait as the true pace, but 
isa very desirable gait in a saddle horse,

Frankie Howard Reiterates Her 
Story of Police Oppression. 


To-Morrow’s Investigation—Mr. Cup- 
ples tobe Present—The Gamb- 
ling Houses, 


If the programme agreed on at the last meet- 
ing of the Board of Police Commissioners is 


carried out, the investigation of 
the gambling guestion will be con- 
tinned in their own  ~ypeculiar way. 


The statements of the police in presenting 
their own side of the fight in which they are 
now engaged are becoming sadly inconsistent. 
When wov. Johnson received a letter from 
Frankie Howard, a poor woman of the town, 
stating that the police had asked her concern- 
ing her relations with Mr. 
Johnson, Chief Kennett said he 
baad heard that the woman was blackm tiling 
Gov. Johnson, and to question this he had 
sentforher. Hefurther suid thatthe officers 
had not arrested the woman, and that they 
had — requested her attendanco. In this 
regard the woman’s statement is entitled to 
some credit, and to obtain this a reporter call- 
ed at No. 127 Poplar street, where she had 
lived. The proprietor said: ‘‘Frankie does 
not live here. I don’t know 
where she lives now.’’ A search among the 
dives was instituted and the woman found at 
Mrs. Whitney’s, on Almond, nesar Second 
street. 

‘‘Why did you leave No. 127 Poplar street,’’ 
the reporter asked. ‘‘Because I had to; tne 

olice told the woman thatthey would indict 
1er for keeping a disorderly houseit I was al- 
lowed to remain inthat place any ionger, and 
lI bad to go. Oh, I am (tired aud sick 
of being dragged into the. papers and shoved 
aboutthetown.’’ | 

‘*Did the police arrest you?’’ 

‘*An officer first came to me and said they 
wanted me atthe FourCourts. [wentfuere 
aud was qucstioned sbout Gov. Johnson. 
When I retuined tothe house I wrote an ac- 
count of this *o Gov.

A good deal of surprise 
was manifest atthis continued strength, as 
most dealers here looked for iower prices to- 
day. ‘‘Onlya firm Liverpool and continued 
buying in New York will hold prices up,’ ’ said 
a broker. Advices from New York state that 
Wall street has been buying heavily. The taik 
there is for still higher prices, but couserva- 
tive houses advise selling onthe high prices. 
A well known house there writes as follows on 
the situation in that market: ‘‘Low crop esti- 
mates and bad weather telegraphed from 
many sections of the South were, no daubt, 
the chief inducements for outsiders to buy. A 
higher market is predicted for next week, but 
we would not advise our friends to buy on 
sirong markets. Our principal and large 
holders are evidently opposed to an advance 
now, anditisonlyth-ough constant buying 
that the market can be sustained or make tur 
ther advances. The moment there is a lack of 
buying orders the market will be forced down, 
and the large stock of cotton carried ia the 
market can be brought to bear on the market 
with considerable force. But, believing in 
ultimately higher prices, we would repeat our 
former advice to buy on every weak market.’’

No New Warrant Sworn Out Against the 
Editor of the &ost- Dispatch, 


There is nothing new to chronicle from the 
libel-hunters. Upto2o’clock to day no new 
warrant has been issued for the arrest of the 
editor of the Posr-DISPATCH. 


THE LAW. 

The sections of fhe statute defining crimiaal 
libelandits punishment are as follows: 

Section 1591. Libel Defined. A l.beiisa the 
malicious detumution of a person made public 
by any printing, writing, Sign, picture, repre- 
sentation or effigy terding to provoke to 
wrath, or expose him to public hatred, con 
tempt or ridicule, or to deprive hiim of the ben- 
efits of pubiic confidence or social intercourse, 
or avy Malicious uctamation made public as 
aforesaid, designedto blacken or vilify the 
inemoly ofone whois dead, and tending to 
ecadalize or preveke his sorrowing relatives 
and triends. 

Section 1592. Libel a misdemeanor.—Every 
person wbo shail muke or compose, dictate or 
procure the same to be done, or sali willtully 
publish or cirenlate any such libel er libels 
specified in the next preceding section, or 
Sshallin any way, &nowingly and willtally aid 
or arsistin making, publishing or circulating 
the spme, shall be aecemed guilty of a muisde- 
neanor. 

Sectiuy 1583. Publishing necessary.—No print- 
ing, wliting, Or Otuer thingy is a libel unless 
there bas been a publication thereof, by de- 
liveri: g@, selling, 1eading or otherwise commu- 
nicating the suyine, or causing the same to be 
delivercd, sold, read, or otberwise communi 
cated to one or mooie persons, or to rhe party 
libeled, or by exposing or exhibiting such 
libelous thing or matter in some pubiic pluce, 
or where it diay be seen Or Observed by the 
pubiic. 

Section 1504. Hrideace in Prosecutions.—l1a all 
prosecutions for libei or verbal slander, the 
truth thereof av be given in evidence to the 
jurv, under the direction of the court, which 
shall dete: mine the law and the tact. 

section lott. Misdemeanors, Punishment of .— 
Every person who shall be convicted of any 
misdemeancr under the provisions of this arti- 
cle shall, when no other or different punish- 
mentis prescribed for the offense, be punished 
by imprisonment in the County Jail not ex- 
ceeding one year, or DV tine not exceeding 
$1,000, or by both such fine and imprisoninent.

A DUAL TRUST. 


The Probate Court's Authority in 
Where Executors are Curators. 


Judge Thayer to day rendered an important 
decision in the case of Adams vs. Tracy, 
touching the jurisdiction of the Probate Court 
toinake final orders of distribution against 
executors in cases where they occupy the 
dual position of exccutor or administrator 
anc alsotrustee or curator of minors. The 
court sar: ‘*Itseems to be heidin Alabama 
that where a person occupies -a dua} 
pesition ns above. the Probate Court has no 
bower at the instance of athird party to com- 
pel him to settle his account as administrator, 
Lut that resort ust be had to chancery on the 
srourd that the defendant wonld be 
pinced in the attitude of plaintiff and defend.
